to import the Greek Politenefs and Language. Even in 
PLauTus it was fomewhat coarfe, and began -to te~ 
fine only under fuch Spirits asScrpro, w 10; befides 
being the greateft General, was the fineft Gentleman 
of his Age. Then fprang up TERENCE, who copied 
the 4thenian Delicacy, as it had long flourifh’d in that 
polite Republick. = dps os Y ’ 

The Romans had even loft their Liberty in their Age 
of greateft Politenefs and Humour, for fuch I will venture 
to call that of AUcustus. Horace then flourifh’d, 
perhaps the moft elegant Scholar, the gayeft Genius, the 
moft humourous Satirif? that ever lived. The Reign of 
Lewis XIV, which nobody will defcribe as favourable 
to French Liberty, any more than to the general Liberty 
of Ewrope, was likewife the Reign of Poltenefs and Hiu- 
mour: For it will not be denied that MoLierE, La 
FonTAINE, and even BorLEAvu, among many ‘o- 
thers, had both of thee amiable Qualifications. 

In Jtaly, where Liberty has had little Refidence for 
fome Centuries paft, there have always, if I am rightly 
#nformed,- been Perfons diftinguifh’d by a rich Vein of 
what we call Humour. I will not inftance in Particulars, 
as J do not intend to trouble you with a very Jong Letter. 

Queen ELIzABETH’s polite Reign (to come home to 
ourfelves) produced that great Mafter of Humour Ben 
Jounson. A Reign of Pedantry followed which could 
not eclipfe this Genius, becaufe it was already formed : 
But where fhail we find any Appearance of Humour, ac- 
cording to our Idea of it, in the Times of Barbarifm and 
Corfufien that fucceeded it. If any did then exift, (as 
BuTcer tells us he wrote his Hudibras in the Time of 
the Jate Wars) it durit not fhew its Head, for Fear of 
being miftaken for Pfofanene/s, Treafon, or Scandal, <Ac- 
cordingly that Poem was not publifbed till after the 

Reftoration, when Pelitenefiand Humour revived together 
with greater Luttre than ever. Liberty, in the Reign of 
King Cuarves II, was far from making any Progrefs, 
according to our beft Hiforians; and yet the fame Hif- 
torians reprefent his Court as the gayeft and polite? and 
his Subjects as the moft witty and humourous, of any 
Englifo Generatim, Rocuester, Dorset, Mut- 
GRAVE, Roscomon, Drypen, Cow rey, Wr- 
CHERLEY, ETHEREDGE, SEDLEY, were fome only 
of the Names then admired. But among the Writers 
of Humour we ought not to forget honeit ANDREW 
MARVELL, whofe Rebearfal tranfpres'd is ftill a Model 


fof religious as well as other Truths, we have exhibited 


With all the W# and Humour of the Carolan Age it 
mutt, however, be allowed, that too great a Tafte for 
Licention{nefs alfo prevailed. Our late eminent Poet has 
thus defcribed it in his Ejay on Griticifm, ver. 538, and feq. 
In the fat Age of Pleafure, Wealth, and Eafe, 
Sprang the rank Weed, and thriv’d with large Increafe ; 
When Wirt was all an eafy Monarch’s Care, 
Seldom at Council, never in a War; 
aa rul’d the Siate, and Statefmen Farces writ, 

jay Wits had Penfions,.and young Lords had Wit 5 
The Fair fate panting at a Courtier’s Play, 
And not a Maik went uwnimprov’d away 5 
The modeft Fan was lifted up no more, 
And Virgins fmil’d at what they bluth’d before. 


The next fircceeding fhort and gloomy Reign Mr. Pope 
pafles over ; for which, perhaps, more than general Rea- 
fons migiit be afligned, that fhall by me be omitted. But 
this we may affirm, that the Difputes about Religion 
and Propérty were of too interefting a Nature for Wit 
and Humour to difplay their fil! Scope upon them 3 tho” 
that they fometimes appear’d is moft certain, could we 
inftance only in the famous Subject of Mr. DryDEN’s 
Hind and Panther. After the Revolution our Satirift 
proceeds thus:

the Time charaéteriz’d as Titans, who are immediately 
afterwards pointed out for the Objects of fevereft Criti- 
cifm. + 
But it muft however be owned, that in this Age, 
ConGREVE, App1son, STEELE, SwiFT, Prior, 
and many more fine Geniuffes began to appear, who 
have brought our W# arid Humour to a more fevere and 
clafical Standard than it had before borne: For I make no 
Scruple, with his witty Coadjuter, to rank Mr. Anp1- 
SON among the Writers of Humour, tho’ fome have 
not allow’d him that Quality. Asto Prior, he was 
almoft La FonTatne himfelf, and Sw1rt one of the 
mott inimitable of Originals. 

Not to particularife any longer, we have in and fince 
the Reign of Queen ANNE had our Pore, our YounsG, 
our GAy, and a few more that might be mention’d, 
added to thofe that had before made their Appearance, 
and continued fome time longer upon the Stage. Nobody 
will deny the £4 to have had a moft comprehenfive 
Genius, and a Maftery in Venfifeatiog that has hardly 
been equal’d; that the fecond has Wit, Sublimity, and 
Acutenefs ; and the third, Elegance with Humour—But 
that the two Satirifts have Humour, the firft efpeciall 
true Horatian Humoxr, in their Pieces writ on purpofe 
to correct the Manners of the Age, I think I could 
likewife take upon me to maintain: And if you, or 
any one elfe, do not agree with me in this, either I am 
fundamentally wrong in my Jdea of Humour, or you 
do not comprebend fo much as ‘I do under that Expreffi- 
on. 

Be that however as it will, and tho’ fome of the 
Writers I have mention’d be divefted of the Epithet1 
have given them, what I chiefly attempted-may, I pre- 
fume, be admitted as prov’d: Which is, that the Po-

* All Periods, according to that Writer, have given 
Birth to Heroes and Politicians, all Nations have been fabs 
ject to Revolutions, and all Hiftories are almoft alike, 
with regard to a Writer who intends to frame his Rela- 
tion metely of Zvents: But whofoever thinks, and, a 
Circumftance more rarely to be met with, whofoever 
is pofleiled of Tafe, reckons but four Ages in the Hiftory 
of the World. Thefe four happy Ages are thofe in 
which the Improvement of the polite Arts was carried to’ 
a great Height ; and being as fo many A®sas of the Great-, 
nefs of the human Mind, became an Examp'e to Pof-.

confiderable Progrefs in culrivating the rational Faculties 
of Men than they all put together—We mutt not con-. 
fine the Luftre of this Age to France only, or to the 
Reign of that Monarch.

We have hitherto confider’d Humroxr only as it. regards 
Writers : But in Converfation, there are likewife two dif- 
tindt Species of it, that do not differ from the former, 
except in the not having fo many Regwiftes to arrive at 
Excellence. There are very good Aimicks that would 
make but indifferent .4fors, and exceeding pleafant Com- 
panions who could not write their own Repartees. 

In the addreffing of great Perfons there 1s another Sort 
of Humour, that affumes a pleafing Freedom which is often 
more prevalent than -4rgument. TOM Brown poflicly 
had not fav’d his Back if he had axgued gravely to the 
Lords Juftices in extemuation of his Crime 5 but when 
he made them /mile, without giving the lealt Offence, he 
obtain’d his Liberty. oe 

A very tall Gentleman was made an Officer in a fmall 
Ship of the Royal Navy, where the Cabin allotted Ittm 
was every Way inconvenient.

Extratt of a Leiter from Rome, Sept. 26. 

It feems we fhall foon be rid of the Auftrian Troops: 
The Marquefs Colloredo, Apoftolical Commiffary for 
the Forage, carried the News thercof laft Sunday to 
the Pope, and we have fince been very diligent in 
getting ready the Waggons demanded of ws for the 
Sick, whofe Number exceeds 3000, and°who very 
much embarrafs Prince Lobkowitz. © This General 
difpatch’d a few Days agoa Courier to the Regency of 
Florence, to defire them to prepare Etapes and Provifi- 
ons againft the approaching Patiage of his Army thro’ 
Tufcany : That Courier is come back with an Anfwer, 
which is a plain Denial; and the Abbe Franguini, 
Minifter from the Grand Duke of Tufcany here, went 
immediately to the Auftrian Camp, and laid before him 
the juft Reafons for this Refufal. All this, perhaps, is 
nothing but Grimace, to maintain in Appearance the 
Grand Duke’s pretended Neutrality: For it is well 
known that they have been amafling Forage in Tuftany 
thefe feveral Months paft, and laying up vaft Quan- 
tities of Provifions. Upon this Prince Lobkowirz has 
held a Council of War, and fent back the Courier to 
the Regency with the Refult of it, importing, that 
the Neceflity of haftening the March of the Troops 
deftin’d for the Defence of Lombardy, which lies in a 
Manner at the Mercy of the French and Spaniards, 
and the Intereft of the Queen of Hungary, do 
not allow his Highnefs to change his Refolution. 
The Ditfculty will be to put ic in Execution: For, 
notwithftanding the Report induftriouily fpread, that 
the Retreat of the Auftriansis a Thing concerted with 
the King of the Two Sicilies, in Confequence of an 
Accommodation made between the King of Poland and 
the Court of Vienna, and that, in cafe of the Contrary, 
the Regency of Tufcany has nothing to ‘fear, Prince

Extratt of a Letter from a Frenck Officer in the Camp before 
Coni, dated Otfober 3, 1744. 

© You will, long before this time, have receiv’d an 
© Account of the Eng»gement which happen’d on the 
‘ 30th. All I pretend to write you, is a few Circum- 
‘ ftancesthat you may depend on; and which, perhaps, 
* you will not find elfwhere, The King of Sardinia is 
‘ urqueftionably, the greateft Captain of the Age: He 
* knew our Superiority in Horfe, and took his Precau- 
* tions fo well, that our Cavalry could notactatall. The 
© Prince of Conti, atthe Head of fome Squadrons, piere’d 
© through the firft Line of theSardinian Foot, but found 
* himfelf fo embarrafs'd by the Chevaux de Frife, that 
© it was with the utmoft Ditficulry he brought them off, 
* and not without confiderable Lofs. His Highnefs re- 
© ceiv’d a flight Wound inthe Thigh, and was ftruck 
* by a Ballin the Belly, but having a Cuirafs on, it pre- 
© vented him from being wounded; otherwife he had, 
© undoubiedly, fallen in the Field. The Lofs of the 
* Enemy is very great, without Exaggeration ; in the 
* whole, I think, upwards of 4000 Men. Ejight hun- 
© dred of the Wounded were left on the Field of Bartle, 
* tho’ 1200 had been carried offin Waggons. We have 
* certainly loft 2500 Men, among whom are 150 Of- 
* ficers. The next Day after the Battle we had nota 
* Mouthful of Bread to eat, the Peafants having cut off 
* our Communication with Demont. At prefent we 
* are pretty well fupplied with Provifions. We carry 
* onthe Siege as vigoroufly as poffible; and with the 
* greater Spirit, becaufe if the Place be not taken, we 
* are certarzn of being ruin’d in our Retreat; for the 
* King of Sardinia waits only for fone Reinforcements, 
* in order to attack usagain. 

Vienna, OF. 10. Yetterday Morning the Court receiv’d 
an Exprefs from Prince Charles of Lorrain, with Ad- 
vice, that five Squadrons of Pruffian Hutfars, who had 
efcorted the Prifoners made at Prague as far as Konig- 
gratz, had been defeated in their Return to the Army by 
a Detachment of Nadaft.’s Regiment of Huffars 5 that 
159 of them have been taken Prifoners, and the reft 
put to the Sword, except 17 that ran away : Our Men 
made a Looty of 267 Horfes in this Skirmuh. 

This Merning another Exprefs arriv’d from Prince 
Charles, but his Difpatches are not nade publick: All 
that we hear, is, that the King of Pruflia having pafs’d 
the Moldau, has poited himfelf at Protowin, which is 
within four Leagues of our Army. 

The Hungarian Troops are aflembling on this Side of 
Prefbourg: We reckon there are already about 20,000 of 
them in the Field. 

We have juft receiv’d Advice, that a Body of 15,000 

Pruffians have invaded Moravia on the Side of Fal- 
neck. 
Nurembere, Of. 15. The laft Advices from Bohemia 
import, that as fvonas Prince Charles was inform’d that 
the King of Pruffia had pafs'd the Moldau near Teyn, 
he quitted his Camp at Miroliz, and went to Czemeliiz, 
the Left of kis Army lying clofe by the Moldau, over 
which his Serene Highnefs has laid feveral Bridges.
